"Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us run with patience the race. that is 
set before us, looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our faith; 
who for the joy that was set before him endured the cross, despising 
the shame, and is set down at the right hand of the throne of God. 
For consider him that endured such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest ye be wearied and faint in your minds" (Hebrews 12:1-3). 


These words follow immediately 
after that great faith chapter, the 
eleventh, where we have God’s hon- 


or roll, the heroes of faith down| 


through the centuries who triumph- 
ed through their confidence in God. 
And now the Apostle turns to us 
and says, “Wherefore seeing we 
also,” and we who are living now, 
we who are here on the earth in 
the place of testing, “are com- 
passed about with so great a cloud 
of witnesses, let us lay aside every 
weight.” 

Just what does he mean by, 
“compassed about with so great a 
cloud. of witnesses”? The question 
is often asked, Do our friends in

Can they see us in our strug- 
gles and in our trials? Do they 
feel for us? Do they enter sym- 


pathetically into ourperplexities.? | 


Well, I do not know of any scrip- 
ture that tells us definitely that 
saints in heaven are fully cognizant 
of what goes on here on the earth. 
I am sure that they always know 
when a poor sinner turns to Christ, 
for we are told in Luke 15, where 


we have the. parable of the lost | 


sheep, that when the shepherd 
found the lost one, he called +i

my sheep which was lost.” Then 
Jesus says, “I say unto you, that 
likewise joy shall be in heaven over 
one sinner that repenteth, more 
than over ninety and nine just per- 
sons, which need no repentance.” I

Reviewing 
the nations of the world by’ name 
he said, “Russia, I am not wanted 
there. Germany, I am not wanted 
Rumania, I am not wanted 
there.

Then he exclaimed 
in utter despair, “This is a large, 
beautiful world, but there is no 
place for me.” The title of the 
sketch was, “Not Wanted.” 


But to say that the nations do 
not want the Jews is to express 
very mildly the hostile attitude of 
Gentile nations toward the Jewish 
people. For hundreds of years the 
nations have put forth a deter-

old, here is the lower floor where

games. Now that may be what the 
Apostle is picturing here. It may 
be that he means to imply that’ as 
we are running our race on the 
earth, saints in heaven are looking 
down on us from the glory. But 
there is a little difficulty with that 


There are twodifferent Greek 
words that mean “witness”. One 
means “eye-witness” and the other 
means “testimony-bearer”, and in 
this particular instance it is the lat- 
ter word that is used. “Seeing we 
also are compassed about with so 
great a crowd of testimony-bear- 
ers’, that is, of people who bear 
testimony to the power of faith to 
overcome. And yet on the other 
hand, I can’t get away from that 
word “compassed about”. Think it 
over and see what it means to you. 
At any rate, we can be sure of this, 
that if our friends know what is 
going on down here, they are not 
distressed because they know what 
the end is going to be. 


But now we are told that these 
witnesses to the power of faith 
should encourage us to “lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us 
run with patience the race that is 
set before us, looking unto Jesus.” 
It is those three words, “looking 
unto Jesus”, that I desire to em- 
phasize, and I want you to think of 
them in Various ways. 


Looking to*Jesus for Salvation 


First of all, “looking unto Jesus” 
for the salvation:of the soul. The 
Apostle Peter has told us, ‘There 
is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we must 
be saved” (Acts 4:12). Of Himself 
our blessed Redeemer has declared, 
“No man cometh,unto the Father 
but by Me.” When we turn back to 
the book of the prophet Isaiah, 
chapter 45 and verses 22 to 24, we 
read this: ah 

“Look unto me,-and be ye saved, 


am God, and there is none else. I 
have sworn by myself, the word is 


ness, and shall not return, That 
unto me every knee shall bow, every 
tongue shall swear. Surely, shall 
one say, in the Lord have I right- 
eousness and strength: even to him 
shall men come; and all that are 
incensed against him _ shall be 
ashamed.” 

Now here it is God Himself 
speaking. These words were writ- 
ten before the incarnation of our 
Lord Jesus, 700 years before; and 
God says, “Look unto me and. be 
ve saved, all the ends’ of the earth: 
for I am God, and there is none 
else.” Are any of you in soul 
trouble? You would like to know 
the joy of sins forgiven; you would 
like to be sure that your guilt has 
been put away; you would like to 
have a purged conscience. Then, I 
bid you look away from self, look 
away from all effort of your own, 
look away to God as revealed in 
Jesus. Look unto Him and be ye 
saved. Looking unto Jesus you shall 
find life and peace. Just as the 
smitten Israelites, who were bitten 


zen serpent lifted up on the pole, 
and were healed immediately. The 
poison was driven from their bodies. 
So the moment you look away in 
faith to Jesus, that moment you are 
saved and saved for eternity. Look 
to Jesus. He is God manifest in 
fesn.. | 

You have often heard the story 
of that young man who one wintry 
day in London started out to at- 
tend the church where he had been 
brought up, a Congregational 
Church that he had attended from 
a child. It meant for him a long 
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walk, but that does not bother those 
Britishers. So he started off, this 
young lad of about seventeen. He 
was in grave trouble about his soul. 
For days he had been worried and 
discontented, anxious to know how 
he might be saved, and nobody 
seemed to be able to help him, al- 
though he had godly parents to 
guide him. As he was walking 
along, a storm came up and finding 
that it would be impossible for 
him to reach the ehurch he had 
been attending, he stepped into a 
little .primitive Methodist Chapel. 
He took a seat away off under the 
balcony, and there he sat looking 
very wretched and feeling very mis- 
erable. A man got up to preach. He 
was not.a cultured preacher; just 
a simple working man, but he knew 
Christ. Like the young man who 
came before the presbytery for ex- 
amination, he could say, “I have 
never been to college, but I have 
been to Calvary;” and that is what 
fits a man to preach the Word. This 
man had been to Calvary, and he 
knew the Christ of Calvary. He 
preached: on this text: “Look unto 
Me and be ye«saved.” He had no 
order about his sermon, but he kept 
shouting, “If you want peace, if 
you want happiness, look to Jesus. 
Whoever you are and whatever 
your circumstances, look to Jesus.” 
“In a moment,” Spurgeon says, for 
the miserable young man in the 
back row was none other than 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon, “I look- 
ed, and when I looked I was healed.” 
The misery and the wretchedness, 
the doubts and the fears disap- 
peared, and he went out of the 
church that morning knowing that 
his soul was saved. God made him 
the greatest Gospel preacher that 
Britain had known since the days 
of the Wesleys and Geo. Whitfield. 

That is it. Look to Jesus! Don’t 
look to yourself or your feelings. 
Don’t even look at your sins, for 
God laid them all on Jesus, and 
looking to Him, you will find peace 
and blessing. 


Looking to Jesus As Our Example 

But then the Word of God would 
encourage us to look to Him as our 
example. You remember how John 
the Baptist pointed to Him as the 
Saviour when he said, “Behold the 
Lamb of God which taketh away 
the sin of the world”; but the next 
day as he was standing with two of 
his disciples, he saw Jesus walking 
along the way, and we read: ‘‘Look- 
ing upon Jesus as he walked, he 
saith, Behold the’ Lamb of God! 
And the two disciples heard him 
speak, and they followed Jesus.” 
Look at the Lamb of God! See His 
unworldly walk; note His holy and 
heavenly behavior—He, the sinless 
One! The Apostle Peter says, “He 
left us an example that we should 
follow His steps.” Do you want to 
be kept from blundering, to be 
saved from bitter sorrow and grief, 
from regret and remorse when you 
come down to the end of life? Look 
to Jesus and follow as He leads. 
How many a Christian has turned 
his eyes away from Christ and has 
gotten occupied with present things, 
occupied perhaps with what he 
thought might get him a little tem- 
porary happiness here in the world, 
and so he has lost sight of the 
blessed Son of God, and he has got 
off into By-path Meadow, and found 
himself in Doubting Castle, and 
finally he has had to look back 
with the deepest regret upon wast- 
ed years that might have been lived 
to the glory of God but which in- 
stead he devoted to selfish pur- 
poses. 

Oh, look away to Jesus. He alone 
shows us how to walk before God. 
“He did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth.” He could say, 
“I do always those things which 
please the Father.” In this He is 
our.example. That word “example” 
really means “head-liner’”’; like the 
head-line in the old-time copy 
books. There was a line at the top

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Looking to Jesus for Victory 
Over Sin 


Then the passage suggests that 
we look to Jesus for victory over 
sin. Go back to the first verse. “Let 
us lay aside every weight, and the 
sin which doth so easily beset us, 
and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, looking 
unto Jesus.” Whenever I read those 
words I have a picture of a man 
running, with a savage beast be- 
hind him and he is doing his best 
to outdistanee that beast, but is 
loaded down with something he 
values greatly, and the result is 
that he cannot run as he would. 
But as he sees that savage beast 
closing in upon him, he throws to 
one side the things that have been 
burdening him, and in a little while 
outdistances the pursuing animal. I 
think that beast might be desig- 
nated besetting sin. 
steps have been dogged all your 
life with such a sin. You try to get 
away from it. You have said a thou- 
sand times that you would never 
again fall into that sin, and you 
have been deeply grieved and 
bowed before God in repentance 
and prayed and confessed it, and 
yet you are constantly failing. What 
is the trouble?. I think this verse 
tells you. There is some weight 
that you have not laid aside. What 
is the weight? 

I remember a young woman who 
was given to evil speaking. She 
would say again and again, “I am 
never going to say another unkind 
thing abcut anyone.” She was con- 
stantly getting into trouble be- 
cause of this evil habit, from which 
she could not get free. She came to 
me in deep distress. “I don’t know 
what to do,” she said; “I am al- 
ways getting into trouble because 
of saying unkind things about peo- 

le, and I try not to do it again, 

ut before I know it I have said 
something which I should not have 
said.” I knew there was something 
back of it all. There was something 
that was a weight, and as we talked 
it over, we found that it was the 
desire to be thought well of by 
others herself. In order to make 
people think well of her, she tried 
to make them think ill of other 
folk, and that pride, that desire to 
be in the limelight herself was the 
weight which kept her from out- 
distancing ‘this besetting sin. 

I remember a young man telling 
of a sin that had dogged his steps 
for years and dragged him down 
again and again. I said, “Young 
man, there is something back of all 
this; there is some reason why you 
cannot get deliverance from it. Tell 
me how you occupy your mind. Do 
you give much time to Bible study 
and to prayer?” The young man 
admitted that he did not. In a liftle 
while he acknowledged that. he was 
giving most of his spare time to 
reading the vile, filthy novels of 
the day, which filled his mind with 
unclean and unholy thoughts. Was 
it any wonder that he could not 
outdistance a besetting sin of a 
wicked, immoral character? 


Lay aside the weights and as you 
look to Jesus you will be able to 
get away from besetting sins. 
Heart-occupation with Christ when 
the weights are gone will set your 
spirit free, and you will not find 
yourself under the control of these 
evil things. 

Looking to Jesus to Become Like 
Him 


And then we need to look away 
to Jesus in order that we may be 
conformed to His image. In Second 
Corinthians chapter 3, verse 18, we 
read: “We all, with unveiled face 
beholding as in a glass the glory 
of the Lord, are changed into the 
same image from glory to glory, 
even as by the Spirit of the Lord.” 
Do you want to become Christ- 
like? Do you want to be holy in 
thought and word and deed? Look 
unto Jesus, and as you look to Him, 
you will become like Him. 

‘I have often been amused at the 
way in which some younger preach- 
ers become like older preachers. I 
remember a Scotch preacher who 
spoke’ with a decided accent and 
burred his r’s, very markedly. The 
young men who heard him became 
so occupied with that man whom 
they admired that unconsciously 
bro were speaking as he spoke 
nd acting as he acted.

And then some 
day when we gather home in the 
Glory we shall see Him as He is, 
and as we look upon Him we shall 
be fully like Him. We are told that 
“When He shall appear, we shall be 
like Him for we shall see Him as 
He is.” This will be our eternal 
employment — looking unto Jesus.

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Can The Jews Be Destroyed? 


(Continued from page one) 
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unreportable persecution that has 
been the portion of the Jew in the 
past and present, the Jew has 
thrived. Today there are at least 
seventeen million Jews in the world, 
eight times as many as the number 
that crossed the Red Sea under the 
leadership of Moses. When they 
lived in bondage in Egypt, they 
numbered only two million. Today 
the nation, Egypt, which oppressed 


them has dwindled to about eleven 


thousand full-blooded Egyptians. 


Why is it that the nations have 
failed to exterminate the Jews? I 
will tell you why. However, before 
I do, let me give you the reason the 
Gentile nations are attempting to 
annihilate the Jewish people. The 
Jews have done three things which 
have stirred the wrath of the im- 
placable foe, the devil, the insti- 
gator of all the anti-Semitism that 
has ever been, is, or ever shall be. 


I. They have given to the world the 
book that has. brought. light, 
life and hope to millions of 
people all through the cen- 
turies. 


No book has enabled men to live 
victoriously and die as triumphant- 
ly as the Bible. No book sheds light 
upon the great questions pertain- 
ing to life, character, sin and des- 
tiny as does this book. The Jews 
have given to the world a Book 
that excells all other books in every 
way regardless of the viewpoint 
from which one may consider it. 
Think of its marvelous unity, con- 
sisting of sixty-six books. It has 


| been called a library, and yet it is 


one Book because of its marvelous 
unity. Such is unique when one 
considers that the books were writ- 
ten over a period of fifteen hundred 
years, by forty different authors;

“TWELVE TREMENDOUS 
THEMES” by Evngelist John R. 
Rice, D. D., Published by “Sword 
of the Lord” Publishers. 177 pages, 
Price, $1.00. 

Under the alliterative, alluring, 
attractive caption “Twelve Tre- 
mendous Themes,’ Dr. John R. 
Rice, author, editor, evangelist, and 
exegete discusses plainly, pointed- 
ly and pungently, twelve great Bi- 
ble Doctrines. The themes are sen- 
sibly chosen and are sanely and 
Scripturally treated. Dr. Rice did 
not make the mistake of dealing 
with subjects which are concerned 
with “the passing show’ and soon 
perish; but rather, he chose the 
great questions of the “word-for 
word” inspiration of the Bible; the 
Scientific accuracy of the Bible; 
“Sin, the Universal Malady;”’

For four hundred years the Jews 
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bondmen and bondwemen, and no 


ment has come upon those who 
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in the land of Egypt were ground 
by cruel, heartless, conscienceless 
taskmasters. Now the civilization 
of that country has been buried be- 
neath the desert sand. Look in 
Central Park and behold the obelisk 
that was taken from the ancient 
city of Memphis, a few miles out 
of the present Cairo—see the hiero- 
glyphics on its four sides. That obe- 
lisk tells America that the nation 
which persecuted the Jew has 
passed away with all of its glory, 
but the Jew lives on. 

Come with me to the ruins of 
Babylon where the cuneiform rec- 
ords have been pieced together and 
where the history of old Nebuchad- 
nezzar has been uncovered. What 
do the ruins mean? This, that the 
people, the government, the em- 
pire which took the Jews into cap- 
tivity, stole from the temple their 
golden vessels and in a blasphemous 
way drank from them to a mid- 
night hour—that nation, that peo- 
ple crumbled and fell to destruc- 
tion. So horribly destroyed was it 
that now the bats and owls, fly and 
hoot to a silent answer. 


The prophecies uttered thousands 
of years ago declare that the Jews, 
during the time of dispersion, would 
remain separate from among the 
nations of the earth and would not 
be numbered among them. 


Why is it that a Jew is called a 
Jew whether he is‘a citizen or an 
alien? Let a German come to the 
United States and take out citizen- 
ship; we call him a German Amer- 
ican. Let a Russian come to this 
country and_do likewise; we call 
him a Russian American. Let a Jap- 
anese claim our shores home, and 
he is a Japanese American. When 
a Jew comes, he is not a Jew Amer- 
ican, he is an American Jew. This 
was foretold thousands of years ago 
in the prophecy that he would not 
be “Numbered among the nations 
of the earth.” 

Then there is the great prophecy 
in Deuteronomy 30 telling not only 
about his marvelous preservation 
in spite of persecution and unre- 
portable suffering, but that in the 
latter times, the time of this dis- 
pensation, there would be a regath- 
ering of the Jews to the land of 
Palestine. 

In regard to the marvelous pres- 
ervation of the identity of the Jew, 
I. have one or two questions to ask 
our professors. We know that man’s 
color changes according to climatic 
conditions, and that man’s body 
changes according to social condi- 
tions. We know that man is fat or 
lean according to diet, and that peo- 
ple in cold climates tend to be more 
corpulent because they eat meat. 
Observe the Eskimo. He is a stubby, 
thick-chested people, while in the 
equatorial regions where man does 
not eat meat but thrives on a vege- 
table diet, the physique is slender 
and Cassisus-like. We know, .-too, 
that governmental changes affect 
men, that according to the liberty 
or freedom which a people have 
they are able to develop and that if 
they are under a yoke of: bondage 
the body tends to dwarf. We know 
also that when we bring different 
races together, different breeds, col- 
ors, and ancestry we have a poly- 
glot of nations, a melting pot of a 
dozen different ancestral tribes. 
The result is a differing race or 
strain from any of the preceding 
dozen or more fathers. 


These things are true in every 
case of human history except in 
the case of the Jew of whom proph- 
ecy has said such would not be true. 
Other nations come to America and 
lose their identity in the melting 
pot of the nations. Not so the Jew. 
My friends, you can not lose the 
Jew. I care not where you put him; 
what you do to him; what happens 
to him. The Word of God is very 
clear on that point. Isa. 3:9 says, 
“The shew of their countenance 
doth witness against them.” The 
word, “countenance,” means fea- 


tures. It means nose, eyes, chin, | 


mouth. The Word of God: says that 
the face of the Jew would be his 
witness wherever he went. These 
are simple things, v9 ag in the 
Word of God about him 


Then take the great prophecy 


concerning their return to the land 
of Palestine. Read carefully Deut. 


{30 and note what is taking place 
‘today under the name, “The Zionist 


Movement.” The “Zionist Move- 
ment” began in 1874 under the 
leadership of Dr. Theodore Herzl, 
an A n Jew. The object was 
two-fold: -First, to, foster. the na- 
tional idea in Israel; and second, 


to make Palestine a permanent 
home for the Jew. Within the last 
ten years tens of thousands of 
Jews have returned to the land of 
Palestine and have turned the des- 
erts into “watered gardens.” They 
have built most up-to-date cities." 
Tens of thousands of others are 
waiting to go. 

These are just a few of the ways 
in which the Jew has vindicated 
the truth of the Bible. But there is 
another way in which he has vin- 
dicated it. The Apostle Paul, a Jew, 
proclaimed that the “Gospel is the 
power of God unto salvation, to 
everyone that believeth; to the Jew 
first, and also to the Greek. ” That 
very man, then went through the 
Roman Empire proclaiming that 
message and demonstrating beyond 
all doubt and controversy that the 


-Book was able to transform savage 


men and make them new creatures. 
But spreading this mesasge abroad 
at great cost to himself, he vindi- 
eated the Book, proving that it was 
and is what it-claims to be—the 
“Power of God unto salvation.” 
Every transformed Gentile who 
knows the power of Jesus Christ in 
his own life has been transformed 
by the Holy Spirit through the 
agency of a Book that was written 
by the Jew. 

Napoleon, seated around his 
campfire with his generals before 
the battle of the Pyramids, debat- 
ing the question of religion, was 
asked by his marshals, who were 
infidels, if he believed that there 
was a God. He pointed to Marshal 
Mesena, a Jew, and said, ‘“‘Gentle- 
men, there is the unmistakable ar- 
gument that there is a God.” 

It is no wonder that when Fred- 
erick the Great asked his chaplain 
to prove the truth of the Bible in 
one Word that the chaplain an- 
swered, “Israel.” Thus we see that 
not only has the Jew given the 
Bible to the world, but he has also 
vindicated its truth in his own ex- 
perience. In so doing he has in- 
curred the wrath of an implacable 
foe who is attempting to even the 
account by exterminating that na- 
tion.through anti-Semitism. 


III. To the world the Jews have 
given Jesus Christ, the great- 
est Teacher the world has 
ever seen, the only Redeemer 
the world will ever have. 


A movement is progressing to- 
day which attempts to prove that 
Jesus Christ was not a Jew. Ro- 
mans 9:4, 5 proves the fallacy of 
such an idea. “Who are Israelites; 
to whom pertaineth the adoption, 
and the glory, and the covenants, 
and the giving of the law, and the 
service of God, and the promises; 
whose are the fathers, AND OF 
WHOM AS-CONCERNING THE 
FLESH CHRIST CAME, who is 
over all, God blessed for ever.” 


Jesus Christ not only came to the 
nation of Israel, but He came to 
the tribe of Judah. As a humble 
prophet of Nazareth He has gone 
up and down the earth and. has had 
more influence and sway than all 
of the teachers has ever owned. He 


is the incomparable Teacher of all. 


of the.ages. Beside Him, the earth’s 
other great teachers are as taper- 
ing candles beside a great sun. 

He is not only a great Teacher, 
He is also the one and only Re- 
deemer. Isaiah foresaw His coming 
and described His passion in the 
matchless 58rd chapter of the book 
bearing his name. 

While Christ was a great Teach- 
er, He did not come into the world 
primarily to teach. His ministry 
was “To give his life a ransom for 
many” (Matt. 20: 28b). “The wages 
of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23), and 
He died that we might not forever 
die. He died for all mankind mak- 
ing it possible for the weakest and 
the most sinful of the human race 
to find in His precious blood a 
remedy for sins of the deepest hue, 
a remedy sufficient to wash them 
whiter than snow. 

These are a few of the things 
that have stirred the wrath of Sa- 
tan. What a description we have 
of his wrath in Rev. 12. The “Wom- 
an clothed with the sun, and the 
moon under her feet, and upon her 
head a crown of twelve stars” is 
about to give birth to a man child. 
Satan, the “ on,” waits to de- 
vour the child when it is born. The 
woman represents the nation of 
Israel through whom Christ came 
according to the flesh. The sun rep- 
resents the new covenant. The moon 
at her feet represents the old cov- 
enant. The twelve stars forming the 


diadem nt hiaty her head represent. 
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the twelve tribes. When the dragon 
is thwarted in his plan of devour- 
ing the child, the record says that 
he turns on the woman who gave 
birth to this world’s Redeemer. 


My friends, the devil hates the 
Bible and he hates the Christ of 
the Bible. He, therefore, hates the 
nation that gave to the world these 
precious things. Wicked man hates 
the Bible and the Christ of the 
Bible, therefore Satan finds them 
willing instruments through which 
to carry out his purpose in at- 
tempting to destroy the Jews. But 
the Jew is not destroyed, and, in 
spite of all of the unreportable per- 
secutions, the Jew has thrived and 
increased. 


Men have failed to ilentshatr the 
Jew because they have used the 
wrong method. God has told us in 
His Word what godless men must 
do if they are to succeed in their 
effort. One of the reasons he has 
failed in destroying them is that 
he has run afoul of God’s promises. 
God -has hedged the Jew in with 
promises and covenants, He has 
sworn that the nation shall abide 
forever. 


Against the efforts of man to de- 
stroy the Jew, we find the promises 
of God in Isaiah 66:22—“For as 
the new heavens and the new earth, 
which I will make, shall remain 
before me, saith the Lord, so shall 
your seed and your name remain.” 
Isaiah 43:1, 2 reads, “But now thus 
saith the Lord that created thee, 
O Jacob, and he that formed thee 
by thy name; thou art mine. When 
thou passest through the waters, I 
will be with thee; and through the 
rivers, they shall not overflow thee: 
when thou walkest through the fire, 
thou shalt not be burned; neither 
shall the flame kindle upon thee.” 
God foreseeing the disobedience of 
the Jews nevertheless gave that 
wonderful promise, “I will not cast 
them away, neither will I abhor 
them, to destroy them utterly” 
(Lev. 26:44). 


When the devil has massed his 
forces to exterminate the Jews, he 
has always run afoul of the coven- 
ants and promises such as these. 
But God has told us what the na- 
tions must do in order to accom- 
plish their determined efforts to de- 
stroy the Jews. Would you like to 
know the insurmountable- obstacles 
with which man must grapple in 
order to destroy this wonderful 
people? Read the words in Jere- 
miah 31:35-37—“Thus saith the 
Lord, which giveth the sun for a 
light by day, and the ordinances of 
the moon and of the stars for a 
light by night, which divideth the 
sea when the waves thereof roar; 
The Lord of hosts is his name: If 
those ordinances depart from be- 
fore me, saith the Lord, then the 
seed of Israel also shall cease from 
being a nation before me for ever. 
Thus saith the Lord;*'.If heaven 
above can be measured, and the 
foundations of the earth searched 
out beneath, I will also cast off all 
the seed of Israel for all that they 
have done, saith .the Lord.” There 
is the program, and only as man 
accomplishes this will he ever ac- 
complish his purpose in destroying 
the Jew. What must be done? First, 
man must destroy the ordinances 
of the sun, the.moon, and the stars. 
He must dash the sun and the moon 
and the stars out of the hand of 
God, plunge the world into stygian 
darkness, scale the pinnacles of 
Heaven to measure the palace of 
God, discover the invisible support 
of the whirling earth—do this, saith 
the Lord, and “I will also cast off 
all the seed of Israel for all that 
they have done.” Destroy the solar 
system and you can then destroy 
the Jews.

very far away. The North Star is 
fourteen times farther. If you 
should charter an inter-stellar air- 
plane and head for the North Star, 
traveling at the rate of 200 miles an- 
hour, it would take 204,500,000 
years to arrive at the N orth Star 
union depot. But even the North 
Star isn’t far away. There are stars 
500, 800 and 1,000 times farther. 
It takes the light from Arcturus 
200 years to get to the earth. Find 
out how many seconds in 200 years 
and multiply by 186,000 and you — 
will know how many miles Arcturus 
is from our little planet. Astron- 
omers tell us there are millions of 
such stars in this and other stellar 


‘systems. Oh, the immensity of this 


universe! But listen, haters of 
Israel must blot out all this before 
the Jew can be destroyed! Read 
again these conditions for the de- 
struction of the Jew. Jeremiah 31: 
35-37: “‘Thus saith the Lord, which 
giveth the sun for a light by day, 
and the ordinances of the moon and 
of the stars for a light by night, 
which divideth the sea when the 
waves thereof roar: The Lord of 
hosts is his name: If those ordi- 
nances depart from before me, saith 
the Lord, then the seed of Israel 
also shall cease from being a na- 
tion before me for ever.

will also cast off all the seed of 
Israel for all that they have done, 
saith the Lord.” 


But, you ask, why is God pre- 
serving the Jew? He is preserv- 
ing him not because he is worthy 
or deserves to be kept, but because 
God long ago made a covenant with 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob that He 
would surely keep them,,and God 
always keeps His proniises. My 
brother Christian, we have a won- 
derful God. We have a God who 
stands by His Word and keeps His 
‘gies aye and in such a God I glad- 
y put my trust. And, my Gentile 
friend, you may know this God as 
your God and His Son as your 
Saviour. 


Jesus likens Himself to a shep- 
herd—the Good Shepherd who giv- 
eth His life for the sheep. One of 
the promises He makes to those 
who put their trust in Him is found 
in John 10:27-29: “My sheep hear 
my voice, and I know them, and 
they follow me: And I give unto 
them eternal life; and they shall 
never perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand. My 
Father, which gave them me, is 
greater than all; and no man is 
able to pluck them out of my 
Father’s hand.” And my friend, if 
you will allow Him to enfold you 
with His great faithfulness, He 
will remain steadfast to His prom- 


ise until the mighty sun burns out 


and the stars of the Heavéns fall. 
My sheep shall never perish. O 
wandering sinner, whether you be 
Jew or Gentile, enter into the fold 
of the Lord Jesus tonight. 


Jesus is called the Good Shep- 
herd and the Great Shepherd. When 
Jesus died for us, He was the Good 
Shepherd. But after’He had died 
and had made us eternally secure 
so that not one of us shall ever be 
lost, then He becomes the Great 
Shepherd. But. you may say, “How — 
can I come into the fold of the 
shepherd?” Jesus said: “I am the 
door: by me if any man enter in 
he shall be saved.” Come in, my 
friend, come into the fold tonight, 
because He gives the assurance 
that “Him that cometh to me I will 
in no wise cast out.” 
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
